Here 15 in %22 a natural Covetonſncſs of knowledge 

derived unto him from the Heavens, by the motion 
whereof mcn are begotten, and all things in their times 
and turns are gencrated and corrupted. For mn: when 
he 15 born can not immediately exerciſe thoſe members 
which nature hath ordained for the defence of the Body, 
and the execution of his neceſſary and natural A&tions ; 
bur they muſt cxpect perfettion in time, that ſo they 
may be fitted for thoſe offices they are ordained for , 
as may be ſaid of the feet, the hands, the tongue ; 
ſuch 15 the conſideration of thoſe things which arc ne- 
ceſſaty to the atraining of any ſcience, there is there- 
fore ſome ſpace of time required that the underſtanding 
which is ſubſequent to the mind, may firſt be informed ; 
and the information of the underſtanding proceeds from 
the ſculcs of the Body, for taſting diicerns taſtes, the 
ſight 
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ſight Colours, ſmelling Odours, and hearing Sounds, 
&;, Now the underſtanding repreſents matters to the 
mind, ſome as things of reaſon, and ſome as things only 
of conje&ure 3 which though they are not certain and of 
neceſſary conſequence, do ſeldom make cuſtom a lier. 
The knowledge therefore of the Heavens and the Stars, is 
partly Rational and partly conpitwal; that part 15 Katio- 
nal which is called Aftronomy, becauſe it 15 led by the 
knowledge and certainty of Motions, Times, and Num- 
bers, That part alſo which 1s called A4ftrolegy, is part- 
Iv Rational, becauſe 1t recedes not far from Nature and 
Natural things, for when an Aftrologer concludes that $& 
turn or Mars introduces a Peſtilence, 1s there any more 
ſajd then that by his motion he corrupts the hiimonrs 
of the Body and the Air, and ſo conſequently infes the 
Blood and the whole conſtitution , from which infe&j- 
on, a Peſtilence muſt naturally follow : And ir is alſo 
partly Conjefural , as when an Aftrologtr fays that Mars 
portends War, for theſe inferiour canſes; eſpecially thoſe 
of any relation to men, are not always ſubje& to the 
Celeſtial Cauſes, but are ſometimes more powerful ac- 
cording as the Wills and Conſultations of thuſe which 
are to manage the War. are altered by them, wherefore 
in ſome ſignifications and predittions, reaſon bears the 
ſway, in others Conjeture rather. It has alſo been oh» 
ſerved that ' it naturally happens after the revolution 
of many years, ſomething new ſhall be produred which 
afterward 1s obliterated through ancient rime, and yet 
after this, comes to be known again ; And thus it falls 
with the ſecrets of the Stars, which were firſt obſerved 
by an 1mpulſe more then humane, and yet perhaps there 
1s more knowledge of them reſerved to future Apes, 
Now when men by obſervation were well affured thar 
the ſame motion of the Stars cauſed the ſame effetts, 
and that many things preſent differed nor from things 
paſt, and had the ſame reaſon, they knew ro what mo- 
tion, or to what Plawt or Fixed Star to attribure the 
proper and certain fſignificationz and as the Ports have 
given names to men according to their ,yertues and vi- 
ces; lo are the Signs and S:zrs called by divers, and yer 
proper 
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proper names to them, taken from living Creatures of 
other things which giverh the greatcſt ſignibcation of their 
propertics, and which do as 1t were by foie 1nage repre- 
tent their operations, both 1n the conſtitution of Bodies, 
and diſpoſition of the minds of mcn,
